A  recent  copy  of  the  Jena  Times 
tells  the  story  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Plum- 
mer  receiving  a  football  sweater 
just  50  years  after  he  played  on 
the  old  Louisiana  State  Normal 
School's  football  team  in  1907. 

"To  be  remembered  for  some- 
thing done  fifty  years  ago  .  .  . 
well,  you  can  understand.  "  com- 
mented Mr.  Piummer.  "It  fills  me 
with  mixed  emotions,  and  I  ac- 
cept the  honor  with  humility  and 
modest  pride  .  .  ." 

In  a  lighter  vein,  Mr.  Piummer 
asked:  "Now  that  I  have  my  foot- 
ball sweater,  what  shall  1  do  with 
it?  I  can't  'strut'  it  for  manv  rea- 
sons— my  wife,  my  children,  and 
my  grandchildren.  So,  I'll  just  put 
it  away,  unwrap  it  now  and  then 
for  Auld  Lang  Syne,  and  keep  it 
as  one  of  my  most  treasured  pos- 
sessions." 

The  sweater  was  presented  to 
Mr.  Plunnner  by  Coach  Rags  Tur- 
pin  following  his  appearance  at 
the  Jena  High  School  football  ban^ 
quet,  where  he  was  the  main  speak- 
er for  the  occasion.  In  his  com- 
ments Coach  Turpin  lauded  Mr.. 
Piummer  as  "Mr.  All-Everything" 
on  the  1907  team.  "He  played 
just  about  every  position  there  was

Brown  Unanimous  All-G.  S.  C.  Choice 


Urcakiiig  out  of  a  losing  streak 
in  conftTcnce  coinpetition,  the 
Demons  won  their  last  four  games 
to  break  even  in  G.  S.  C.  play, 
with  a  5-5  conference  record  and 
a   ll-I.'i  season  record. 

The  Demon  victories  in  the  last 
four  games  were  as  follows:  Lou- 
isiana Tech.  56-13;  Northeast 
State,  70-57;  and  Southeastern. 
66-59  and  »9-60.  Coach  Charles 
"Red"  Thomas  made  some  chang- 
es in  the  regular  starting  line-up 
and  opened  with  an  early  back- 
court  press  that  proved  most  ef- 
fective against  the  opposition,  al- 
lowing his  ball  hawks  to  steal  the 
ball  on  many  ocrasions  for  a  fast 
break  lay-up  shot. 

The  return  to  form  of  Mi(k\ 
Crnkovic  and  Hobby  Wicker 
playetl  a  large  part  in  the  Demon 
Mjisurge  late  in  the  season,  fhe 
fine  pla\  of  these  two.  eombiried 
with  the  stellar  j»lay  of  the  other 
regulars  like  Brown.  Leacli.  Mc- 
Cann.  Atkins.  Oatley.  and  Konte- 
not,  brought  the  season  to  a  suc- 
cessful enfling  by  keeping  the  j>er- 
cenlage  above  .500.  The  Demon 
basketball  teams  have  had  oniv
